Ir was desirable that General Chesney’s 

biography should be written, for he was not 

only associated with a great enterprise, but 
was in all respects a man of marked indi- 
viduality. Judicious friends ought, how- 
ever, to have pointed out to his biographers 
that there is a virtue in proportion; that, 
admirable officer as he was, the public 
are chiefly interested in General Chesney 
because of the Euphrates scheme ; and that 
for minute details of his childhood and 
domestic life, an unmerciful lavishness in 
letters, and repeated descriptions of his Irish 
home, a few significant touches might with 
advantage be substituted. There was hardly 
need for printing 477 pages in demy octavo. 

_ Francis Chesney’s grandfather, a farmer 

in county Antrim, emigrated in 1772 to 

South Carolina, and was prospering when 

in 1775 the rebellion commenced. He was 

an ardent loyalist, and his eldest son Alex- 
ander rose to the rank of captain in the 
loyal local levies. In 1782 the young 
officer’s health broke down from hardship 
and grief at the loss of his wife, and having 
lost everything in the war, he was recom- 
mended to return to Ireland. Arriving at 
the age of twenty-seven with scarcely a 
shilling in his pocket, he expected, like the 
other loyalists, that he would receive some 
compensation for his sacrifices. For a long 
time he suffered from hope deferred, but 
after eighteen months’ importunity he 
received the appointment of tide - waiter 
at Waterford, whence he was transferred 

a few weeks later to Belfast. With the 

usual improvidence of his countrymen, 

he forthwith married again. Shortly 
after his marriage Alexander Chesney was 
awarded an allowance of 50/. a year, and 

he was paid 398/. as compensation for 2,000/. 

worth of property destroyed during the war, 

the difference being accounted for by the 
value of an appointment as coastguard 
officer _at Bangor, county Down. After 
remaining there two years he exchanged 
with the coastguard officer at Annalong, 

& small fishing village in the same 

county, and, till superannuated, did excel- 

ent service in holding in check the law- 


less smugglers who infested that part of 





the coast. The account of his career, of the 
habits of the resident gentry, and of the un- 
blushing connivance of the latter with the 
smuggler, is interesting, but there is rather 
too much of it, as there is also about the 
childhood of Francis Chesney, who was born 
in 1789 and christened Francis Rawdon, after 
his father’s patron and friend Lord Moira. 
In 1797 Capt. Chesney had raised a com- 
pany of yeomanry, and in the following 
year he obtained for his son, though only 
nine years old, acommission as sub-lieutenant 
in the corps. Nor was this a sinecure, for 
the boy learned his drill, was duly equipped, 
and when the rebellion broke out accom- 
panied his comrades to Newry and after- 
wards to Kilkeel. 

In March, 1803, being then just four- 
teen years of age, he was sent to Wool- 
wich. Subjected to an examination there, 
he was found to be not only deficient in 
English grammar, but below the minimum 
height of 4ft. 9in. He was consequently 
dispatched to an academy at Walworth, and 
when he went up again for examination, 
thanks to cork soles which he was advised 
to put in his stockings, exceeded the 
minimum standard of height by a quarter 
of an inch. He obtained his commission 
at the end of 1804 after a military edu- 
cation of only thirteen months; but he 
soon found himself plunged in difficulties. 
He thought at first that he would be able to 
live on his pay, as the mess expenses only 
amounted to 1s. 6d. a day, and the officers 
were very frugal and drank scarcely any 
wine. He hated wine himself, but he had 
to entertain the numerous military acquaint- 
ances daily embarking for foreign service. 
His father either would not or could not make 
him an allowance, and he at once fell into 
debt to a greater extent than he was aware. 
His shooting—to which he was passionately 
addicted—and billiards, by which he unfortu- 
nately was infatuated, added to his debts. 
It must be remembered that the lad was 
only sixteen years of age, and that he was 
cece in a false position. His father at 
ast paid a portion of his debts, and young 
Chesney, fortified by the advice of a steady 
brother officer, lived henceforth a life of 
rigid self-denial. Moreover, being appointed 
acting quartermaster, his pay was in- 
creased, and subsequently Sir Albert Gled- 
stanes made him acting aide-de-camp. The 
additional pay enabled him to make pro- 
gress in paying off his debts at Portsmouth, 
but the existence of these debts prevented 
him for several years from trying to see 
active service. In the beginning of 1813, 
however, his circumstances Saslan improved, 
he made an attempt, first to join the army in 
Spain, and when that failed to obtain per- 
mission to serve with the Prussians. He 
also made an ineffectual effort to take part 
in the Waterloo campaign. 

The unsatisfactory issue of a long attach- 
ment led him to seek leave to visit 
Turkey during the war of 1828-9. He 


| was told, however, to keep out of sight 


the real object of his journey, which 
was to assist the Turks by the counsels of 
an artillery officer. When he arrived the 
struggle was at an end, but this expedition 
was the turning-point of his life. There 
being no chance of a renewal of the 
fighting, he turned his thoughts towards 
Egypt and the Holy Land. Sir Robert 





Gordon, then British Ambassador, hear- 


ing of his project, offered to pay his ex- 


penses and obtain an extension of leave 
for him, and said that he would not re- 
quire much in return, chiefly information 
as to ‘‘ whether the provinces were really in 
revolt or in a state of defection.’”’ Chesney’s 
mind had been much occupied with the ques- 
tion of an overland route to India, and he 
touched on the subject with Sir Robert 
Gordon before leaving Constantinople in 
April, 1830. At Alexandria the consul- 
= handed over to him a list of queries 

wn up by Peacock, the novelist and the 
ablest official in Leadenhall Street, respect- 
ing the Egyptian and Syrian routes to India. 
After an excursion, travelling vid Cairo, 
Suez, Tor, Koseir, and Kiné, to Wady Halfa, 
he descended the Nile to Damietta. 

‘‘ The information which he forwarded to Sir 
Robert Gordon formed in 1832 part of the evi- 
dence before the Committee of the House of 
Commons on the Red Sea route to India, and 
was, as M. de Lesseps stated to General Chesney 
in Paris in 1869, the origin of his conviction of 
the practicability of the Suez Canal.” 

Sailing to Jaffa on August 30th, he on 
September 2nd left that place and plunged 
into Palestine. After many adventures and 
dangers he reached Anah on the Euphrates 
on the 26th of December. -The story of his 
descent of that river, first on a raft and after- 
wards in a wicker boat, has been too well 
told in General Chesney’s ‘ Narrative of the 
Euphrates Expedition’ to call for repeti- 
tion here. It is sufficient to say that the 
author, after perils from Arabs and plague, 
reached Basrah on the 26th of April, 1831, 
travelled back through Persia to Aleppo, 
was prevented by the determined h 

of the people from reaching the Upper 
Euphrates, and reached Constantinople in 
1832. The report which in June, 1831, he 
sent to Sir Robert Gordon Fa. a highly 
unfavourable picture of Mr. Wilfrid Blunt’s 
friends the Arabs of the desert :— 

‘But the far-famed promise of the Arab, 
even with its seals of bread and salt, must not, 
however, be relied upon too confidently. The 
Bedouin will not, it is true, rob the stranger 
whilst under his tent, but it is by no means 
quite so clear that the plan will not be laid there 
to do so elsewhere, for he considers the pro- 

erty of every stranger (in a great measure) as 
fis own, also that he is entitled to use compul- 
sory means to make it really so; and if opposed 
in this design, he is apt to prove vindictive and 
cruel towards the unfortunate being in his power, 
whether Turk, Arab, or Christian, his disposi- 
tion (out of his own tribe) not being ted 
by the precepts of the Koran, or any other moral 
code, but simply by what it may be in his power 
to do with impunity. The Arab is described as 
being a generous and faithful friend, but an im- 
placable and mabunaiving mene to the latter 
every one must subscribe, but the former is 
very questionable, and, as far as my observation 
extends, it is extremely rare that any one tribe 
really confides in another ; inveterate suspicion, 
with perpetual disunion, seem to reign through- 
out Arabia. And if one may not quite say that 
the Arab’s ‘ hand is against every man,’ &. &c., 
it is at least to be feared that his friendship is 
like a sword hanging by a thread, whilst his 
animosity is suspended by an iron cable: the 
quarrel of children or the most trifling thing 
breaks the former, and the latter becomes almost. 
interminable in duration and hostility ; not, 
however, meeting in a manly way, tribe to tribe, 
or man to man, but each man waiting for an 
opportunity to fall upon a defenceless and un- 
protected portion of the other, to commit every 
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kind of excess. Which system goes on for ages, 
unless one of the tribes should become extinct, 
or the other be perfectly appeased by money, 
blood, or intermarriage.” 


After waiting three months for a ship, he 
embarked on August 12th, 1832, and, re- 
turning to London, somewhat to his surprise 
found himself a lion. The remainder of 
1832 and the whole of 1833 were devoted to 


‘drawing up papers, preparing maps, and 


trying to interest people in the question of 
overland communication with India. As a 
sample of the objections he met with may 
be cited the remarks of the East India Com- 
pany’s directors on listening to an account 
of the advantages to be derived from more 
rapid intercourse with India :— 

*** Ah! but that is the very thing that we do 
not want. What is to become of ws if you give 
us a monthly mail to India? No, no, now we 
write our letters, and get our answers every six 
months, and have peace and leisure between 
whiles ; life will not be worth having if you 
get your way.’” 


Chesney advocated steam navigation with 
India both by Egypt and the Euphrates. 
As to Egypt, he leaned to a route from 
Koseir to Kiné, and thence down the 
Nile to Alexandria, rather than to one vid 
Suez. He strove to interest Lord Palmer- 
ston—then Foreign Secretary —in the 
scheme, but the latter avoided committing 
himself for fear of foreign susceptibilities. 
The king, however, supported the idea of 
the Euphrates route. A Committee of the 
House of Commons recommended that the 
experiment should be tried, and in August, 
1834, it was decided that an exploring ex- 
pedition should be sent out under Chesney. 
After many delays the party started on the 
5th of February, 1835, from Liverpool. On 
the 8th of August, 1837, he returned to 
London, having accomplished his task. 


** He had proved the Euphrates to be navig- 
able ; he had demonstrated that it was the shortest 
route to India; he had shown that a very ex- 
tensive commerce exists along its banks, which 
might with very slight encouragement be ren- 
dered exceedingly valuable ; while he had also 
proved that, with proper management, there 
was nothing to be feared from the Arab tribes.” 


For the details of his adventures we must 
refer the reader to the book, which supple- 
ments in an interesting manner the original 
narrative of Chesney. From 1837 to 1841 
he remained chiefly in London, occupied with 
thehistory and mapsof his expedition. In the 
latter year he was sent back to regimental 
duty at Woolwich—he had become a lieu- 
tenant-colonel—andin 1843 he was dispatched 
to Hong Kong as officer commanding the 
artillery. There is not much interest attach- 
ing to his stay at Hong Kong. In 1846 he 
was relieved, but as the attack on the Bogue 
Forts was at that moment undertaken, he 
accompanied the expedition as a volunteer. 
In 1850 the first two volumes of the his- 
tory of the Euphrates expedition were pub- 
lished, and were received with enthusiasm 
by men of science all over the world, the 
University of Oxford conferring on him the 
honorary degree of D.O.L. In 1852 he pub- 
lished a work on the past and present state 
of firearms, and the same year brought him, 
after forty-seven years’ service, promotion 
to the rank of colonel. This promotion 
terminated his active connexion with the 
army, for, though offered a command in 





Canada, he declined it on account of the cold. 
In the beginning of 1854 he brought out a 
history of the Russo-Turkish war of 1828- 
1829. In January, 1855, he became a major- 
general, and at the end of the month the 
Duke of Newcastle offered him, and he 
accepted, the task of organizing a foreign 
legion ; but Lord Panmure, who succeeded 
the Duke of Newcastle immediately after, 
cancelled the appointment, not, however, on 
personal grounds. In 1856 there was a 
revived interest in the Euphrates question, 
but this time Chesney proposed that a 
railway should be substituted for a line 
of steamers. He seemed at length about 
to have his own way. Indeed, matters 
had advanced so far that he again 
visited Syria and Constantineple, obtain- 
ing at the latter place a firman from the 
Porte. On his return every one appeared 
to be favourable to the scheme; even Lord 
Palmerston gave in and promised to apply 
to Parliament for a guarantee of interest. 
Chesney went to the House for the purpose 
of hearing the motion, but as soon as Lord 
Palmerston rose his sanguine hopes were 
dashed tothe ground. Lord Palmerston had 
seen Louis Napoleon that morning, and tothe 
French alliance the railway was sacrificed. 
Again in 1862 Chesney made another attempt 
to carry out the object of his life ; once more 
he visited Turkey and obtained another fir- 
man. Lord Stratford de Redcliffe favoured 
the idea, but again the Government re- 
fused to help. 

In 1868 he published his ‘ Narrative of the 
Euphrates Expedition’ (the previous work 
had been only geographical and historical) ; 
and on the 30th of January, 1872, he died, 
not having received a single mark of the 
approval of the Government for all his 
exploits, not even a brevet, or the, in 
modern days, lavishly bestowed decoration 
of the Bath. His fame will, however, live 
as a great explorer, and there is every 
reason to believe that had fortune been 
kind to him he would have achieved a con- 
siderable reputation as a soldier. 








At the Sign of the Lyre. By Austin Dobson.

Tus charming volume is composed partly 
of pieces reprinted from ‘Vignettes in 
Rhyme’ and ‘Proverbs in Porcelain,’ and 
partly of poems that hitherto have lived 
only with the life of the magazines in 
which they have appeared. With ‘Old- 
World Idylls’ it contains, says the author 
in a prefatory note, all those pieces 
which ‘at present he desires to preserve.” 
That the whole selection is worthy of so 
honourable a fate is at least disputable. 
We could have spared the ‘‘intense”’ note 
which is struck in ‘Palomydes’ and ‘ André 
le Chapelain,’ the Locker-like smartness of 
‘ Dora versus Rose,’ the pleasant “ society” 
airs and graces of ‘Incognita’; we should 
not have regretted the absence of ‘A Story 
from a Dictionary’ and ‘The Tale of Poly- 
pheme,’ nor of the ‘Jessamy Bride’ and 
the ‘ Fairy Tale’ and ‘ Little Blue Ribbons’ 
and ‘The Last Despatch.’ But by far the 
greater number of the poems here pre- 
sented are in the poet’s happiest and 
neatest vein. 

The style, as always, has that touch of 
distinction, that classic urbanity, that clear- 





ness and precision, peculiar to the poet's 
work. Of its kind it is as nearly ag 
sible perfect. One thinks of Horace ag one 
reads; and one thinks of those of our own 
eighteenth century poets to whom Horas 
was an inspiration and an example. The 
epithet is usually so just that it seems to 
have come into being with the nou 
it qualifies; the metaphor is usually go 
appropriate that it leaves one in doubt as 
to whether it suggested the poem or the 
poem suggested it; the verb is seldom 
in excess of the idea it would convey ; 
the effect of the whole is that « some. 
thing has here got itself uttered,” and 
that once and for all. Could anything, for 
instance, be better, or less obtrusively, said 
than the author’s remonstrances ‘To an 
Intrusive Butterfly’? The whole thing ig 
instinct with delicate observation, and that 
so aptly and closely expressed as to seem 
natural and living as the fact recorded :— 

I watch you through the garden walks, 

I watch you float between 
The avenues of dahlia stalks, 
And flicker on the green ; 
You hover round the garden seat, 


You mount, you waver......

Across the room in loops of flight 
I watch you wayward go; 
~ * x * 


Before the bust you flaunt and flit— 
* * . 


You pause, you poise, you circle up 
Among my old Japan. 
And all the rest of it. The theme is but 
the vagaries of a wandering insect; but how 
just and true is the literary instinct displayed 
in its treatment—how perfect the literary 
savoir-faire/! The words we have italicized 
are the only words (it seems) in the language 
that are proper to the occasion ; and yet how 
quietly they are produced, with what appa 
rent unconsciousness they are set to do their 
work, how just and how sufficient is their 
effect! An inferior artist would have 
strengthened them with glittering adjectives 
and nouns ingeniously explanatory; would 
have shrouded them in a tissue of the finest 
(and the most superfluous) expletives in the 
dictionary. The end of the poem, as Mr 
Dobson has written it, is disappointing, it 1s 
true: the reader feels no sympathy with 
Amanda, and declines to take an interest in 
her “dream of baby bows and frills.” But 
for the introduction he cannot choose but be 
grateful. In writing of this sort there 1s 4 
certain artistic good breeding the like of 
which is not easily enjoyed in these days. 
We have lost the trick of it: we are 
too eager to make the most of our little 
contributions to the sum of art; we 
are too ignorant to do the best for them; 
we are too egoistic and ‘¢ individual,” too 
clever and skilful and well informed, to be 
content with the completeness of simplicity. 
Even the Laureate is addicted to glitter for 
glitter’s sake; and with the Laureate to 
keep them in countenance there are a thou- 
sand minor poets whose “little life” is but 
a giving way to the necessities of what 1s, 
after all, a condition of intellectual im- 
potence but poorly redeemed by a habit of 
artistic swagger. Mr. Dobson is of another 
race. Unnatural as at first the association 
may seem, he is ‘“‘the co-mate and brother 
in exile” of Mr. Matthew Arnold and the 
poet of ‘The Unknown Eros.’ Alone 
among modern English bards they keep the 
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old way, which is the best way: attentive 
to the pleadings of the Classic Muse, careful 
always to give such thoughts as they may 
hare no more than their right and due 
expression. 

Of verse of this sort there is an abundance 
in ‘At the Sign of the Lyre.’ The very 
preface is enjoyable : — 

“ At the Sign of the Lyre,” 

Good Folk, we present you 
With the pick of our quire— 

And we hope to content you ! 
Ilere be Ballad and Song, 

The fruits of our leisure, 
Some short and some long, — 

May they all give you pleasure ! 
3ut if, when you read, 

They should fail to restore you, 
Farewell, and God-speed— 

The world is before you ! 

Here, too, in all their delightful affecta- 
tion of square-toed elegance and modish 
wit, are a set of “ Fables of Literature and 
Art” that Prior might have written and 
signed had he deigned to have views of 
either art or literature. Here—in verses 
as well minted as Banville’s best, and 
with such an inspiration of heart and 
humanity as Banville never achieved 
—are the admirable ‘Memorial Verses’ 
to Henry Fielding, and the more modern, 
but not less touching elegy on Chinese 
Gordon. Here are ‘My Books,’ a copy of 
verse that Thackeray might have owned; 
and the excellent ‘Lines to a Stupid 
Picture’; and ‘A Roman Round-Robin,’ 
which quizzes Horace in the right Horatian 
vein; and ‘A New Song of Spring Gardens,’ 
that takes the reader straight back to Vaux- 
hall in its palmy times; and ‘A Garden 
Song,’ which reminds us, at a certain dis- 
tance, of Herrick, and even more of Herrick’s 
favourite Martial— 

Here be shadows large and long; 

Here be spaces meet for song ; 

Grant, O garden god, that J, 

Now that none profane is nigh,— 

Now that mood and moment please, 

Find the fair Pierides |— 
80 stately is the simplicity of its march, 
so fine and pure its atmosphere, so 
vigorous the art of its verse. Here, indeed, 
is more than we have space to name—is 
enough (in a word) to make the fortune of 
any minor poet save the author.

THE traditional view which, with very few 

exceptions, is still dominant among theo- 

logians in Great Britain, that b far the 
greater number of books in the Old Testa- 
ment date from the period before the exile, 

has encountered in Prof. Wellhausen a 

most formidable antagonist in the work 

Which is now given to the public in an 

English translation. Though the limits of 

this notice preclude the possibility of giving 








a full analysis of this remarkable treatise, 
yet some idea may be formed of the work 
from the following outline of its main thesis. 
According to Prof. Wellhausen the law of 
Moses is not the starting-point for the history 
of ancient Israel, but for the history of later 
Judaism, or rather ‘‘ of the religious com- 
munion which survived the destruction of 
the nation by the Syrians and Chaldeans.” 
Prof. Wellhausen’s views may be sum- 
marized as follows: When on their exodus 
from Egypt the Goshen shepherds sojourned 
in the wilderness of Kadesh, Moses gave 
them as the basis of their union the formula 
‘¢ Jehovah is the God of Israel, and Israel is 
the people of God.” Jehovah’s only sanc- 
tuary was with the so-called ark of the 
covenant, which was simply a standard 
7 adapted to a nomadic and warlike 
ife, and which, when brought back from 
the field, became the symbol of Jehovah’s 
presence and the central seat of Jehovah’s 
worship. The idea, however, which Moses 
gave them of God was not a newone. It 
was monotheistic in the same sense as the 
monotheism of Moab, Ammon, and Edom, 
who were Israel’s nearest kinsfolk and 
neighbours. Moses, however, gave no con- 
stitution, laid down no specific laws by 
which the Goshen shepherds were to be 
guided. He simply developed in the com- 
munity a feeling for love a justice. When 
appealed to in cases of difficulty and dispute, 
he gave oral decisions which were continued 
and expanded after him by the priests. 
Beyond the individual sentences given by 
Moses and the priesthood which were pre- 
served in the memories of the people, no- 
thing existed either in the af on oa of 
Kadesh or after the tribes crossed the 
Jordan. Even the Decalogue forms no 
part of Mosaism. According to Exod. xxxiv., 
the commandments which were originally 
inscribed upon the two tables of stone were 
quite different from the Decalogue. The 
oreenge of images was entirely unknown 
uring the older period, since we are told 
that Moses himself made a brazen serpent, 
which continued to be worshipped at Jeru- 
salem as an image of Jehovah down to the 
time of Hezekiah. Moreover, the whole 
series of religious personalities through the 
period of judges and kings—from Deborah, 
who praised Jael’s treacherous act of murder, 
to David, who treated his prisoners of war 
with the utmost cruelty—makes it difficult 
to believe that the religion of Israel from 
the outset was one of a specially moral 
character. Its true spirit may be gathered 
more from Judges v. es from Exodus xx. 
From the pastoral life, the Israelites on 
crossing the Jordan passed into the agri- 
cultural stage, having learnt the art of 
cultivating the land from the Canaanites, 
whose cult they also adopted. From the 
Canaanites they also took over the Bamoth 
or high places, and with the appropriation 
of their agricultural feasts the Hebrews 
also adopted their divinity or Baal, whom 
the Canaanitish peasants worshipped as the 
giver of corn, wine, and oil, so that Baal 
and Jehovah were in the first instance co- 
ordinate. This accounts for the fact that 
the historical books (Joshua, Judges, and 
Kings partly) not only completely ignore 
the existence of the Mosaic law, but describe 
a state of things as then existing which is 
quite inconsistent with the provisions laid 





down in the Pentateuch. Neither do the 
prophets of 3.c. 700 know anything of a 
Mosaic code. Jeremiah is the first who 
speaks of a law, and his references are ex- 
clusively to Deuteronomy. Hence it is that 
no trace is to be found of theso-called religious 
community supposed to have been set up on 
so broad a basis in the wilderness, with its 
sacred centre and uniform organization, as 
soon as the Israelites settled in a land of 
their own and became in any sense a nation. 
No distinction is to be found between the 
priesthood and the laity. Every head of a 
family or clan slaughtered and offered the 
sacrifices, which consisted of a social meal. 
The feasts were observed in connexion with 
the natural occasions of life in every distriet 
where the respective tribes sojourned. Pro- 
fessional priests and priestly families were 
only to be found in the great sanctuaries at 
Shiloh and Dan, and at the royal temples, 
where they acted as royal officials. The 
cultus as to place, time, matter, and form 
belonged almost entirely to the inheritance 
which Israel had received from Canaan ; to 
distinguish what belonged to the worship 
of Jehovah from that which belonged to 
Baal was no easy matter. 

The canonical prophets, the series of 
whom begins with Amos, were the first who 
founded ethical monotheism. They pro- 
claimed the doctrine that God is the Lord 
of the righteous ; that this is the law of the 
whole universe ; and that Jehovah could be 
Israel’s God only in so far as Israel recog- 
nized and followed that which is right. By 
the inculcation of these truths and precepts 
the prophets had the merit of securin r- 
petuity to Israel. It was at this period of 
religious activity that the Pentateuch, or 
rather the Hexateuch, now called the five 
books of Moses and the book of Joshua, 
began to develope itself, but it did not reach 
its present form till after the Babylonish 
captivity. 

hat the Mosaic law is the product of 
centuries after Moses, Wellhausen shows 
by a thorough examination of the ritual 
and social institutions recorded both in 
the Pentateuch and in the other books of 
the Old Testament. By an analysis of ts; the 
place of worship, (2) the sacrifices, (3) the 
sacred feasts, (4) the Priests and the Levites, 
and (5) the endowment of the clergy, Prof. 
Wellhausen points out that three great 
strata of legislation are embodied in the 
Pentateuch. They are as follows: (1) The 
Book of the Covenant (Exod. xx.-xxiii.), 
which is Jehovistic ; its nucleus, designated 
J, belongs to the Assyrian period, and with 
the additions to it as afterwards redacted is 
designated JE. (2) The book of Deutero- 
nomy, which is essentially an independent 
law book. It is the offspring of the pro- 
hetic spirit, and hence exhibitsa programme 
or a reconstruction of the theocracy. It 
belongs to the close of the Assyrian period, 
and was first discovered in the year 621 B.v., 
or the eighteenth year of Josiah; it was 
at once accepted and carried into effect. It 
is designated by the letter D. (3) The 
‘« Mainstock,” or the Priests’ Code, which 
embraces the legislation of the middle books 
of the Pentateuch, the book of Leviticus, 
and the allied portions of the adjoining 
books, Exod. xxv.—xl., with the exception of 
chaps. xxxii.—xxxiv., and Numb. i—x., xv.- 
xix., and xxv.-xxxvi., with trifling excep-

and is designated by the letters RQ. The 
Pentateuch in its present form was not 
ublicly accepted as authentic till the re- 
ormation of Ezra, circa n.c. 444. Many 
minor amendments and considerable addi- 
tions may, however, have been made at a 
later period. 

This outline will enable the student to 
follow Prof. Wellhausen’s analysis of the 
institutions recorded in the Pentateuch. 
Thus, in chap. i., which is devoted to the 
history of worship, he shows that the 
Jehovist (—JE) sanctions a multiplicity of 
altars; the Deuteronomist (D) demands 
local unity of worship; whilst the Priestly 
Code (RQ) presupposes that unity, and 
transfers it by means of the Tabernacle to 
primitive times. In chap. ii., which treats 
of sacrifice, he shows that according to RQ 
the ritual is the main subject of the Mosaic 
legislation; according to JE it is pre- 
Mosaic usage; according to RQ the main 
point is how it is offered; according to JE 
and D the main point is to whom it is 
offered. The historical books agree with 
JE, whilst the prophets down to Ezekiel 
contradict RQ. To the same searching 
criticism and microscopic analysis Prof. 
Wellhausen subjects the remaining Penta- 
teuchal legislation, and arrives at similar 
results, showing that the variations in usages 
correspond to the three great strata ap- 
parent in the Mosaic law. 

Prof. Wellhausen himself does not claim 
to be the originator of this system of criticism. 
Ho frankly refers to Graf and others as his 
predecessors and pioneers in the endeavour 
to disentangle the different documents of 
which the Pentateuch is composed. No 
one, however, has treated the difficult pro- 
blem in so lucid, popular, and on the 
whole satisfactory a manner as Wellhausen. 
Hence the remarkable success of his work 
on the Continent, and especially in Germany, 
where the leading Hebrew teachers seem 
inclined to accept Wellhausen’s arguments 
as conclusive. 

Dr. Edersheim, in the work which stands 
second in the heading of this notice, has 
undertaken to prove that all the canonical 
books of the Old Testament were written by 
the writers whose names have been handed 
‘down to us by tradition, and that the Mosaic 
legislation and all prophecy “are the out- 
come of the Spirit of Christ.’’ Hence not 
only the prophets, but also Moses in the 
Pentateuch, point to the vicarious sufferings 
of the Messiah. He therefore declares 
that if Wellhausen’s theory be true, ‘it 
would seem logically impossible to maintain 
the claims of Christ as the Old Testament 
Messiah of Moses and the prophets,” and 
that, in fact, ‘‘ the claims of the New Testa- 
ment cannot be long or seriously sustained.” 
This view, he assures his readers, imparts 
to the Pentateuch and prophets ‘the im- 
a of falsification,” and “stamps them as 

ter forgeries.” But surely Dr. Edersheim 
must be aware that Biblical criticism now 
recognizes the fact that the sacred writers, 
who use the figures of speech common to all 
secular writings, also use the form of per- 
sonated authorship which obtains in clas- 
sical compositions, where there is no animus 
deoipiends. The most orthodox scholars in 
England and on the Continent now admit 
that though Ecclesiastes and the Song of 


though the unanimous voice of both the 
Synagogue and the Church has transmitted 
them as such, they are striking examples 
of personated authorship. Yet only a 
generation ago the same cry of ‘‘falsifica- 
tion” and “ forgery’’ was raised against 
this view about the Solomonic writings, as 
may be seen in, the introductions to the 
standard commentaries on the Solomonic 
books. We have, therefore, no hesitation 
in saying that the claim which Dr. Eders- 
heim puts forth, that ‘‘ the Old Testament 
and its Messianic hope have been viewed by 
him from a new aspect,” like many another 
new view, is not true. Canon Driver, the 
Regius Professor of Hebrew at Oxford, who 
is as orthodox as Dr. Edersheim and an 
immeasurably better Hebraist, says of Prof. 
Wellhausen: ‘It cannot be denied that the 
arguments by which the theory is supported 
are forcible, and that the explanations which 
it offers of the genesis of institutions and 
ideas are often just such as analogy would 
lead us to expect. The analysis of the Penta- 
teuch, so far as the two main sources Q and 
JE (which alone are here of importance) are 
concerned, is, and has been for some time 
past, accomplished beyond reach of reason- 
able dispute.”” When Dr. Edersheim has 
mastered Prof. Driver’s excellent treatise 
on the Hebrew verb and the canons of his- 
torical criticism, and when his faith becomes 
more intelligent, he will see, as other good 
and pious men “see, the hand of God as 
clearly in a long providential development 
as in a sudden miracle.” 








Chronograms Continued and Concluded. By 

James Hilton, F.S.A. (Stock.) 

TREE years ago Mr. Hilton succeeded in 
producing a readable and interesting volume 
of 570 pages on the almost unknown sub- 
ject of chronograms. Such a volume might 
fairly be considered exhaustive ; but now he 
has put forth a second, of equally handsome 
appearance, and containing no fewer than 
632 pages. It is somewhat of a satisfaction 
on opening the volume to find that, though 
it is lettered on the back ‘‘ Chronograms 
Continued,” on the title-page this is ex- 
panded to ‘‘Chronograms Continued and 
Concluded.” More than 5,000 chronograms 
hitherto unchronicled are placed on record 
in these pages, and there must be few any- 
where in the world that have escaped the 
diligent research of Mr. Hilton. 

This, like its predecessor, is not a volume 
that any save those already interested 
in such a subject will be likely to read 
through with eager or absorbing interest ; 
and yet it is undoubtedly a book of consider- 
able attractions, full of out-of-the-way infor- 
mation, conducting the reader into many an 
unfrequented by-path of history, valuable 
as a chronicle of extraordinary human in- 
genuity, and commendable as an example of 
patient research. 

This volume is chiefly devoted, as is stated 
in the preface, to the literature of chrono- 
grams, and brings into prominence a great 
variety of curious and remarkable works. 
The art of composing chronograms seems to 
have chiefly flourished in the Flemish pro- 
vinces and in the central part of Germany, 
though Mr. Hilton has brought to light a 











books. Students of the Commonwealth 
period of English history will be glad to 
find their attention drawn by Mr. Hilton 
to the little-known “‘ Pell Papers.” These 
papers form five MS. volumes in the British 
Museum (Lansdowne 751-55), and contain 
a great variety of letters and documents re- 
lating to the affairs of the Swiss Protestants, 
John Pell was an English mathematician 
who resided some years at Zurich and 
Geneva, as the agent of England, appointed 
by Oliver Cromwell, to assist the Protestant 
cantons of Switzerland. Several of his in- 
structions are signed by the Protector. One 
of the papers is an order to attend Cromwell’s 
funeral, printed on a small slip of paper, 
with the agent’s name in writing :— 

‘* Pell, Esq'., you are desired to attend the 
Funeral of the most Serene and renowned 
Oliver, late Lord Protector, from Somerset- 
House, on Tuesday the 23 [sic] November 
instant, at Eight of the clock in the morning at 
the furthest, and to bring with you this Ticket; 
and that by Friday night next you send to the 
Heralds Office, near Pauls, the Names of your 
Servants that are to attend in Mourning, with- 
out which they are not to be admitted; and 
also to take notice that no coaches are to pass 
on that day in the streets between Somerset 
House and Westminster.” (Seal.) 


Another paper signed by Pell concerns the 
cloth assigned to him for mourning :— 

**T doe hereby request, that the proportion 
of cloth allowed unto me by the Right Hon 
the Council as mourning for his late Highnesse 
the Lord Protector, may be delivered unto my 
neighbour, Mr. Samuel Hartlib the younger.” 
Among Pell’s correspondents was one John 
Rudolph Stuki, a man of some note in 
Switzerland. In two of Stuki’s papers, 
written in Latin, are thirty-seven chrono- 
grams, giving respectively the dates 1655 
and 1656. They are all of them expressions 
of sympathy with England or of hostility 
to the Pope. Four of these chronograms, 
that make the year 1656, are headed 
‘‘Omina Pape,” and run thus :— 

Papa MaLeDICVs, 
Papa MaLeDICtVs, 
Labes obsCoena MVnDI, 
CaDat MaLIs oppressVs, 
By far the most remarkable instance of 
extraordinary ingenuity, either in this or 
the previous volume, in the art of chrono- 
gram making, in unison with other like con- 
ceits, is to be found in a thick folio book 
nese at Louvain in 1663. This work isa 
ibliographical dictionary of all the writers 
up to that date in support of the dogma of 
the Immaculate Conception. The book may 
fairly be described as ‘‘ most rare,’’ for only 
two copies are known to be extant. Mr. 
Hilton was fortunate enough to find it in 
the town library at Frankfort. From this 
book we learn that one Johannes Baptista 
Agnensis, being blind, and through the 
power of memory alone, composed a psalter 
of 150 entirely pure anagrams on the words 
of the angelic salutation, ‘‘ Ave Maria gratia 
ga Dominus tecum,” together with the 
ike number of chronograms in words taken 
from the anagrams, each making the year 
1662, in which year Pope Alexander VII. 
issued his bull confirming the adoption of 
the dogma then published in Belgium. ‘The 
ingenuity and memory required for such & 
work, which is reproduced in full by Mr.

Thus may this, the long night of mine 
eyes, be an illumination for my happiness, whilst 
thou will be as an eye to thy blind one; for, be 
it to thy praise, as thou seest so also do thy blind 
ones see. For with the love which is not blind 
I bear thee in the eyes of my heart, which is 
not blind ; whilst through thee, who art full of 

e, here by the light of thy grace I may, as 
formerly, have the power of sight by the light 
of thy glory. It is, O Lady, that in these 150 

ms, as if so many psalms of thine (my 
eyes failing me), I sing, saying, O Lady, when 
wilt thou console me? Behold, the very light 
of my eyes is not with me, but it is with thee 
while the Lord is with thee. The Lord is my 
light and my salvation. This is what I cry along 
my path, being blind; O Lady, grant that I may 
see thy Son in His kingdom, then will the light 
of my eyes be again my own ” 

A rare tract printed at Bruges in 1684 
gives, in a series of 150 chronograms, an 
outline history of the life of St. Charles 
Borromeo. 

But chronograms were by no means 
confined to the orthodox, as we have 
already seon in the instances from the 
Pell Papers. A canon who abjured Roman 
Catholicism and joined the Lutheran Church 
in the year 1688 celebrated his change of 
faith in chronogram verse, composing 
forty Latin couplets descriptive of the 
event, each of which gives the year in 
which it occurred. 

A later and more remarkable instance 
of chronogram making occurred in 1750, 
when a canal was begun from Louvain to 
the river Senne. The first sod was cut 
by Charles Alexander, Duke of Lorraine, 
on February 9th, 1750. The silver spade 
used on the occasion was highly ornamented 
on both sides with emblems and armorial 
bearings, and the date was commemorated 
in the four following chronograms :— 

HeC Dat CanaLeM. 

ConDo CanaLeM. 

CanaLes Dant MerCes. 

ECCe tanDeM fLorebo. 
Of the two sides of this spade there are good 
plates ; the volume throughout is well illus- 
trated.

Royalty Restored ; or, London under Charles IT. 
By J. Fitzgerald Molloy. 2 vols. (Ward 
& Downey.) 

It would be useless and perhaps not alto- 

gether gracious to criticize in any very 

serious — a compilation which, although 
the result, as its author claims, of “careful 
study and untiring consultation” of diaries, 
memoirs, and the like, was probably in- 
tended to serve no higher purpose than 
that of helping to while away a couple of 
ours in a railway carriage. To what 
extent it will satisfy even this modest re- 
quirement will depend, however, entirely 
upon the previous ignorance of the reader ; 
for those to whom the period is in any degree 
iliar will find much to annoy them, and 





but little to instruct them, in these crude 
and sketchy volumes. 

Mr. Molloy states with evident satisfaction 
that he has drawn his materials “as far as 
possible from rare, and invariably from 
authentic sources.”’ It is impossible to agree 
with his implied assumption that the rarity 
of a source is an index of its value; nor, if 
by authenticity he means trustworthiness, 
can we recommend our readers to place 
themselves unreservedly in his hands. Mr. 
Molloy, indeed, gives at the beginning an 
imposing array of authorities, amounting to 
somewhat over a hundred, from which he 
has built up his work; but he does not, un- 
fortunately, always refer to them by name 
in his numerous quotations, so that the reader 
is thrown back upon his own judgment—if, 
that is, he is reading critically, which Mr. 
Molloy would probably deprecate—in con- 
sidering their value. It is, for instance, 
obvious that an extract from ‘Sedition 
Scourged,’ or ‘The Machivilian Crom- 
wellist,’ or the Public Intelligencer, or ‘The 
Secret History of Whitehall,’ can scarcely 
expect to meet with the same deference as 
one from Ludlow’s ‘State Papers,’ Evelyn’s 
‘Diary,’ the ‘ Athens Oxonienses,’ or Aubrey’s 
‘Lives.’ Mr. Molloy, however, would have 
been sorely hindered had he felt obliged to 
stop and weigh evidence; it was simpler, 
and equally to his purpose, to assume that 
all his witnesses were of the same credi- 
bility. Sometimes, indeed, he does mention 
the authority—as when, wishing to give 
point to his theory that the holiest Puritans 
were subject to the very frailties they de- 
nounced, he quotes unhesitatingly and with- 
out reserve a blackguard boast regarding 
Bridget Cromwell, which disgraced, as far 
as anything could disgrace, the shameless 
lips of the Duke of Buckingham; or as 
oe he cites, in support of his charge of 
adultery, Burnet’s gossiping repetition of 
what was, in all eobability, a gossiping 
libel upon Cromwell himself. 

It is difficult not to think that in choosing 
this particular period of history for his 
treatment Mr. Molloy made a great though 
pardonable mistake. In common with many 
others we read with considerable interest 
and amusement his former work upon 
‘London under the Georges.’ The attempt 
to repeat this success has, as we think, 
failed for the very reason which at first 
sight might seem to promise well for it—the 
wealth of the material at disposal. The 
bright surface play of the time evoked keen 
and vivacious observers. It called forth, in 
addition to the scores of diaries and me- 
moirs referred to by Mr. Molloy, the bril- 
liant sketch of Hamilton, and that match- 
less record of bourgeois life and thought, 
the immortal ‘Diary’ of Pepys. Any 
attempt to adapt these, to ‘‘do” them 
into the language of modern magazine 
writing, could not but end, even in Mr. 
Molloy’s experienced hands, in disappoint- 
ment. Decanted champagne, when liber- 
ally mixed with water, is but an insipid 
drink. The boiling down of the anecdote- 
mongers of the Hanoverian times demanded 
patience and deserved gratitude; but to 
touch Pepys in the same manner, or with a 
similar object, savours of sacrilege, not to 
say audacity. Mr. Molloy, however, doubt- 
less assumed, as he was justified in assuming, 
that no one who had read Pepys and Hamil- 





ton, unless, indeed, it were the hapless re- 
viewer, would read him, and so went to the 
work with an easy conscience. We wish 
him all possible success among the class for 
whom he wrote. The book is easy to hold, 
easy to read, and easy to forget, and thus 
fulfils the three chief requirements of rail- 
way literature. It is, too, duly illustrated 
with the luscious portraits of the frail 
beauties of Charles’s seraglio, which are 
so wearisomely familiar on the pages of 
Hamilton’s memoirs of De Grammont. 
While feeling bound to mark as clearly 
as we can the limits within which, as it 
appears to us, Mr. Molloy’s work falls, we 
are quite prepared to recognize in it the 
‘‘ brisk and fluent style,” the ‘‘ ease of narra- 
tion,” and other qualities of like nature, 
which, as was pointed out in this journal, 
characterized his former book. As an illus- 
tration of them we may quote his somewhat 
florid rendering of the anecdote describing 
the scene which is said to have taken place 
when Charles forced upon his queen the 
hated company of Lady Castlemaine :— 


** Tt happened on the afternoon of the day on 
which the favourite arrived, her majesty sat in 
the great drawing-room, surrounded by a bril- 
liant throng of beautiful women and gay and 
gallant men. The windows of the apartment 
stood open; outside fountains splashed in the 
sun; music played in a distant glade; and all 
the world seemed glad. And as the Queen 
listened to pleasant sounds of wit and gossip 
murmuring around her, the courtiers at sound 
of a well-known footstep, suddenly ceasing their 
discourse, fell back on either side adown the 
room. At that moment the King entered, 
leading a lady apparelled in magnificent attire, 
the contour of whose face and outline of whose 
figure distinguished her as a woman of supreme 
and sensuous loveliness. His majesty, exceed- 
ingly rich in waving feathers, glittering satins, 
and fluttering ribbons, returned the gracious 
bows of his courtiers to right and left ; and, un- 
conscious of the curious and perplexed looks they 
interchanged, advanced to where his wife sat, 
and introduced my Lady Castlemaine. Her 
majesty bowed and extended her hand, which 
the Countess, having first courtesyed profoundly, 
raised to her lips. The Queen either had not 
caught the name, or had dissociated it from that 
of her husband’s mistress; but in an instant the 
character of the woman presented, and the insult 
the King had inflicted, flashed upon her mind. 
Coming so suddenly it was more than she could 
bear ; all colour fled from her face, tears rushed 
to her eyes, blood gushed from her nostrils, and 
she fell senseless to the floor.” 

It is, of course, unnecessary to remark 
that this, like most other books dealing 
with the same subject, while it is evidently 
intended to lie upon drawing-room tables, 
is by no means suited to the perusal of the 
young person. Mr. Molloy has, indeed, 
spared his readers some of the filthiest and 
most brutal of the stories which remain of 
the profligate court, the life in which he has 
endeavoured to depict. This perhaps is in 
recompense for the total omission to mention 
both men and women of stainless name and 
life who lived, not discontentedly, in the 
very focus of that wondrous society, and in 
whose company Charles spent one part of 
his caiaealy two-sided existence. But the 
story of the time is not favourable to the 
expurgator; to be properly expurgated it 
had best be left alone.

Ir is possible to be quite as miserable 
upon Clapham Common, Violet Fane re- 
minds us, as anywhere else. Her heroine 
is miserable on the common and elsewhere ; 
for she meets a handsome colonel in a rail- 
way carriage, falls in love withhim, believes 
him to be a “‘ vet,” is hit in the eye by his 
tennis bat, discovers that her affection is 
returned, and finds that the object of her 
idolatry is bound hand and foot to another 
woman, whom in early youth he had 
trusted not wisely, but too well. The dis- 
cipline does her good—that is what the 
story is intended to show. It is a common- 
place moral, and the author enforces it all over 
again in a commonplace way. It would be 
well if every young woman who admires a 
handsome man iu a railway carriage could 
end by leading him to the altar after many 
months—though this might make railway 
travelling somewhat unsafe for single men. 
The author paints with much fidelity, in the 
person of a subordinate heroine, the kind of 
woman who hunts, tracks down, befools, 
and, if possible, marries, wealthy men and 
heirs to titles. The picture is repellent, and 
would not have been worth reproducing 
except as a warning to others. On the 
whole, Violet Fane’s story is readable. She 
does not err on the side of over-refinement ; 
she writes down to the line of lowest cul- 
ture ; but in following the main threads of 
her narrative she is distinctly pathetic and 
fairly philosophical. 

Miss Warden’s readers cannot complain 
of short measure in the supply of crimes 
which she has furnished in ‘A Prince of 
Darkness.’ The idea of making the prin- 
cipal villain play the parts of three gentle- 
men at once is not quite novel, but it is 
carried out with the successful result of 
causing a good deal of mystery. Miss 
Warden’s facility is her bane; she goes 
from one crime to another so rapidly that 
she has no time to think how they must 
strike the reader. Her book has one of the 
characteristics of penny fiction pointed out 
by Mr. James Payn in ‘Private Views ’— 
the characters take things most calmly. If, 
however, all the crimes had their due effect 
of horror given to them, three volumes would 
not be half enough to contain all that might 
be written about them. 

If Mrs. Mayo had kept the scene of her 
novel entirely in the Highlands, instead of 
shifting it to an English provincial town, 
the Gaelic melancholy which broods over 
most of her characters would at least have 
been in keeping with its surroundings. 
‘The Mystery of Allan Grale’ is an earnest 
but depressing story. The reader is long 
unable to conjecture why Allan Grale buried 
a hamper in the bushes or the mysterious 








‘yellow woman” kept dodging about on 
the high road. There is none of the high 
art of suspense about the author’s method, 
notwithstanding her employment of omens, 
dreams, and supernatural warnings. An 
ignorance of the ways of the world and the 
formalities of society is often noticeable. 
Mrs. Mayo alludes to young men as Mr. 
Grale or Mr. Vivian, and there is an essen- 
tially feminine vagueness about the follow- 
ing description of a university career: 
‘** Edgar!’ echoed the irate general ; ‘Edgar 
was never good for anything but his books 
and his boating: and now apparently he 
isn’t good even for them, for he comes home 
without a single honour, and was on the 
losing side at the Putney race.’”’ In another 
passage it is said that Allan Grale lifted up 
his voice ‘‘in a vigorous Coo-ee!” which 
the author is careful to inform us ‘‘ he had 
learnt from a returned Australian.” Now 
and then, on the other hand, the writer 
hits upon a really good saying. And 
there is one well-drawn character in the 
homely Mrs. Grale, ‘‘ who had all the in- 
stincts of a peasant race which keeps its 
wealth stored in a stocking. She liked to 
own grand things, but she preferred looking 
at them to wearing them.” With those 
readers who seek moral instruction rather 
than amusement in a novel, the excellent 
tone of Mrs. Mayo’s book will make up for 
its uniformly sombre character. 

‘Sketches of Peasant Life in Cornwall’ 
would have been a truer index to the con- 
tents of Mr. Isabell’s book than the title he 
has chosen. A good acquaintance with the 
dialect and industries of the county has 
enabled him to give a realistic descrip- 
tion of the hardships and pleasures of 
Cornish life. A slight and hackneyed plot 
serves merely as a thread whereon to string 
a number of episodes, perilous or the reverse. 
The author appears to have drawn consider- 
ably upon personal experience for the inci- 
dents of his story, which is of the homeliest 
texture and the most wholesome character 
throughout. 

“Mr. Craddock’s’”’ story was better worth 
reprinting than many of the American 
fictions which have found their way into the 
hands of English readers. Its good pvints 
predominate ; the characters are strongly 
marked, and stand out distinctly after the 
narrative has come to an end. This is un- 
doubtedly an indication of power in the 
author’s method and execution; but it is 
not easy to detect proof of the exceptional 
merit which has been discerned in ‘ Where 
the Battle was Fought’ by the author’s 
own countrymen, and by one or two critics 
amongst ourselves. We have the typical 
American hero of fiction, indolent, fine 
rather than refined, self-studious, cynical 
and emotional by turns, with little steadfast 
effort, but a great deal of explanation to 
account for his want of steadfastness. He 
is not particularly interesting, and not at 
all original, but this drawback is compen- 
sated for by several of the minor personages, 
who have been carefully studied and well 
drawn. The plot is involved, and turns on 
occurrences which, though ingeniously con- 
trived and not objectionably sensational, 
are certainly improbable. The author’s re- 
flections are the most noticeable part of her 
work. That they are subtle and meta- 
physical need scarcely be said; they are 





——————— 
also prolix and over-laboured. There are 
many fine touches scattered through the 
volume, which alternate with such forced 
smartness as the following. The hero has 
broken his arm, and one of the doctors is 
set to make the running for a joke :— 

“<Tt ’s—a—um—humerus ’"—with a meditative 
smile—‘ humerus—don’t you know.’ A great 
country lout who was assisting in the quality of 
a curious spectator, stepped suddenly out of the 
room with a surly, lowering brow. ‘I’d like 
ter beat that derned Yank inter a jelly,’ he 
declared to a crony outside. ‘Mighty funny 
ter him, I reckon. Hwmorous—hey !’” 

But the author can do much better than this 
when she is not trying to be witty. 

Mrs. Bell was scarcely well advised in 
choosing for translation the weakest of Eck- 
stein’s many novels. Nor has she been 
happy in the choice of her title. The 
German runs ‘Ein Vermichtniss,’ which 
in this case is nothing more than “ an attesta- 
tion,” the person in question having no sub- 
stantial goods to leave behind him. The 
story is a combination of all the most time- 
worn incidents in the novelist’sstock-in-trade: 
illegitimate birth, murders, love affairs, 
mysterious persecutions, and so forth. A 
certain modern colouring is imparted by the 
introduction of Socialists. English readers 
will probably not abandon the perusal of 
home products for novels such as this. But 
it is sincerely to be deplored that translators 
are so ill advised as a rule in their choice. 
German novels are rarely to English taste; 
but there aresome—some even by Eckstein— 
that could be translated with pleasure and 
profit to all concerned.

The local colour is obtained 
from Cicero, Xenophon, and other authorities, 
but the archzology is so managed that notes 
are almost entirely unnecessary. The book is 
well printed, well bound, and well illustrated, 
save that the artist has furnished Lucius with 
a too precocious beard. An adult person will 
perhaps find the tale a little wearisome, by rea- 
son of the abundance of incident and the mild- 
ness of the characters; but a boy, of course, 
knows better what a pirate or a savage can do 
in spite of his kindly professions, and will add 
those ruffianly details which are glossed over by 
Prof. Church’s urbanity. 

The title-page of ‘Every Girl’s Annual ’ has 
no publisher's imprint, but we presume Messrs. 
Routledge are responsible for this volume. The 
book is highly creditable to its publishers, who- 
ever they may be, and contains some excellent 
papers, among them some interesting biographies 
of great composers—which are injured, however, 
by foolish sneers at French music—good descrip- 
tive sketches of foreign countries, and the usu 
number of stories. 








OUR LIBRARY TABLE. 


What Her Majesty's Inspectors Say. By 
Thomas R. Clifford. (North of England School 
Furnishing Company. )—This sixth annual edi- 
tion of the Educational Yellow Book contains 
H.M. inspectors’ reports (1884-85) for England, 
Wales, and Scotland, classified, paragraphed, 
and summarized ; and the work, containing 142 
pages, seems carefully compiled. The reports 
now dissected for the benefit of the public are 
written by senior inspectors in charge of divisions, 
the Lords of the Committee of Council on Educa- 
tion having decided during the past twelvemonth 
that H.M. inspectors in charge of districts only 
shall no longer write reports for publication in 
the Blue-book, but shall express their opinions to 
their respective seniors, who incorporate them, so 
far as they consider expedient, in their own more 
comprehensive reports. The so-called summary, 
which the compiler affirms has been found use- 
ful, is arranged in the old cumbrous style, and 
it certainly appears to us that an accurate and 
carefully arranged index would have been far 
preferable. 

Actine upon the suggestion of a “famous 
German savant,” Mr. Stuart Cumberland has 
printed his story of The Rabbi’s Spell (Warne & 
Co.) in blue ink on green paper, an arrangement 
intended to be good for the eyesight. We have 
not found the experiment successful, the ink 
being too faint. The author’s part of the work 
is, however, satisfactory, especially as a first essay 
in fiction. He has told an exciting story in a 
telling way. 

Audeography: the New Shorthand. By 
gamma, (Bemrose & Sons.)—This book is litho- 
graphed from manuscript, after the model of 
the ‘School Shorthand’ of Prof. Everett, to 
whom it is dedicated, and from whom the forms 
of the consonant characters, with two or three 
exceptions, are borrowed. The following are the 
chief features of novelty.

QUEEN ELIZABETH AT OSTERLEY PARK. 

Tue Middlesex Sessional Records of 18 Eliza- 
beth comprise an indictment (endorsed “ Billa 
Vera”) certifying that at Osterley, in the parish 
of Heston, co. Midd., about 10 p.m. of the 6th 
of May in the said year, Joan Eyer, wife of 
Nicholas Eyer, of Heston aforesaid, husband- 
man, and Mary Harrys, of the same ish, 
spinster, broke into the deer park of Sir Thomas 
Gresham (when Queen Elizabeth and several 
members of the Privy Council were staying at 
Osterley Park House), and ‘‘ cum vangis, ligo- 
nibus, fustibus et securibus,” tore up and threw 
down four rods of the posts and pales, which 
posts and pales the same Joan and on the 
morning of the 7th of May (‘‘in Aurora ante 
meridiem ejusdem diei”) proceeded to burn. 

How it came about that Joan Eyer and Mary 
Harrys were charged with doing an amount of 
injury so greatly disproportionate to the phy- 
sical strength and energy of two unaided English- 
women appears from a second “Billa Vera,’ - 
served amongst the remains of the same Ht a 
file, wherein it is alleged that on the aforesaid 
7th of May, 18 Eliz., Joan Eyer, wife of Nicholas 
Eyer, husbandman; Mary Harrys, spinster ; 
Isotta Bull, spinster ; Lucy Saunders, spinster ; 
Margaret Wynge, wife of Henry W. 4 
labourer; Margery Hughes, wife of Nicholas 
Hughes, labourer; and Joan Bull, widow, all 
being of Heston, co. Midd., with unknown dis- 
turbers of the peace, to the number of twenty 
persons, at the command and instigation of 
George Lenton, tailor, and Nicholas Hewes, 
husbandman, both of Heston, with staves, two- 
pronged forks, spades, and axes, ‘‘quoddam 
fossatum ejusdem Thome Gresham militis et per 
ipsum antea factum......foderunt, everterunt, et 

lane jacere fecerunt et causaverunt ad grave 
tons: et prejudicium ipsius Thome Gres- 
ham militis.” These bills seem to have been 
taken and found true at a session held at 
Fynnesburye, co. Midd., on June 18th, before 
John Southcott (‘‘un’ Justic’ dne Regine 
ad placita coram ipsa tenenda”), Sir Owen 
Hopton, William Fletewood, Recorder of Lon- 
don, and other justices, and adjourned to the 
19th of the said June at the Castell in Seint 
John's Strete, co. Midd.; but the remnant of the 
imperfect file does not tell us how these rioters 
of the gentler sex were dealt with for their part 
in a riot noticed by several writers about 
Middlesex, and referred to in the minutes of 
the Privy Council.

Tue vacancy among the assistant keepers 
of the Public Records caused by the re- 
signation of Mr. W. B. Sanders, whose 
services as editor of the series of ‘ Facsimiles 
of National MSS.’ will be long remembered, 
has been filled up by the appointment of 
Mr. Percy Shelley Leigh Hunt. Mr. Hunt, 
who entered the Public Record Office up- 
wards of forty years ago, is a son of the 
eminent writer. 


Mr. W. D. Howsrts has decided to give 
his new novel the name of ‘ The Minister’s 
Charge ; or, the Labours of Lemuel Barker.’ 
It will begin in a winter number of the 
Century. The statements in the English 
papers to the effect that Mr. Howells was 
on his way to Europe a month ago are ab- 
solutely unfounded. He has left Boston, it 
is true, but he has settled himself at the 
country town of Auburndale, in Massachu- 
setts, for this winter and next spring. 

In Prof. Masson’s seventh volume of ‘ The 
Register of the Privy Council of Scotland,’ 
which has just been issued under the 
direction of the Deputy Clerk Register, he 
draws attention (p. 490) to the discovery, 
through a royal letter in this register, of 
some new information with regard to the 
poet Drummond of Hawthornden. The

very earliest known letter of the poet is one 
dated ‘‘Greenwich, June 1st, 1606,” in which 
he describes the preparations at the court 
of Greenwich for a pageant in honour of 
Christian IV. of Denmark. There are other 
letters proving that the poet was still at 
Greenwich from June to August. The sup- 
position, however, has hitherto been ‘that 
he resided, while in London or at Green- 
wich, with his mother’s brother, William 
Fowler, who was in the household of the 
queen, and had gone to England in her 
train, and that it was through this uncle 
Fowler that the young Scot had such easy 
access to the court.’ The letter of 
James VI., now first printed, is dated 
May 29th, 1606, and is written from Green- 
wich just three days before that of Drum- 
mond above alluded to; it refers to the fees 
of the poet’s father, Sir John, as one of the 
king’s ushers. From this it is evident that 
the poet was living in his father’s rooms at 
court, and not with Fowler, at this precise 
period. He was thus enabled to write the 
letters to Scotland descriptive of Green- 
wich festivities, which, it may be noted, are 
some of the earliest specimens of English we 
have from his pen. The poet was then in 
his twenty-first year. 


A noTeworTuy feature in the new instal- 
ment of this Scottish register, extending from 
1604 to 1607, is the elaborate index pre- 
pared by Mr. James Grant. It occupies 
nearly two hundred pages. In it, says Prof. 
Masson, ‘‘the names of all the individuals 
of this resuscitated population are duly 
registered.”” We are also reminded that 
while the ‘‘ Acta and Decreta,”’ the “ Royal 
and other Letters,” the ‘‘ Border Documents,” 
and the “‘ Miscellaneous Papers,” yield as a 
rule the richest results, the ‘‘ Acts of Caution” 
must not be neglected. ‘‘ Innumerable 
particles of fact,” the editor remarks, 
‘‘ bearing on what appears elsewhere, or 
intrinsically interesting, are bedded in those 
dry-looking morsels.”’ 


Mr. Wim Suarp is engaged upon a 
selection of the best sonnets of this century, 
from Wordsworth’s down to those of con- 
temporary date. He has followed three main 
principles in the selection of each sonnet: 
structural correctness; individuality, with dis- 
tinct poetic value ; and adequacy of sonnet- 
motive. The volume, which will also con- 
tain a lengthy note on the sonnet as a poetic 
vehicle and on its place and history in Eng- 
lish literature, may be expected;about the 
end of January.

Besides the volume of ‘Re- 
gesta,’ the commission proposes to issue an 
historical journal for minor documents, for 
the bibliography of MS. documents relati 
to Jews, and for small essays. It is 
in the prospectus that negotiations for the 
bibliographical department are carried on 
with the “‘ highest authority ’’ in this branch 
of literature, meaning, we suppose, Dr. 
Steinschneider. A special volume will be 
devoted to documents written in Hebrew, to 
which faithful translations if possible, o 
extracts in the case of casuistic Responss, 
will be added, in order to enable historians 
who are unacquainted with Hebrew to make 
use of them.

Far happier is the 
lot of our American cousins, to whom the 
United States Government allotted 5,000 
dollars (1,000/.), as a beginning, for a similar 
object, and double that sum would un- 
doubtedly have been given if pressure had 
been exerted. 

It is gratifying to learn that the usual 
number of schedules returned by the various 
light-keepers has in many cases been con- 
siderably exceeded, especially at the Pent- 
land Skerries, the Isle of May, and the 
Farne Islands ; and the grand total has also 
surpassed that of former years. This, of 
course, means a corresponding increase in 
the work of the tabulators. It is not neces- 
sary to enumerate here the rarer visitants 
and stragglers to our shores, for that has 
already been done in the periodicals more 
or less devoted to ornithology; but in addi- 
tion to the compendious record of these 
occurrences some new facts respecting migra- 
tion have been elicited, and former ex- 
periences were confirmed. An instance of 
the first—a remarkable passage of rooks 
which lasted for three weeks, from November 
2nd to 20th—was observed at the Tearaght 
and Skelligs stations, some miles off the 
coast of Kerry; the direction of flight bein 
from west to east, although the nearest lan 
in that direction is America, where the 
species is unknown. It is possible that 
these flocks were returning from the northern 
portions of Spain, having found the soil 
there too hard for their bills, owing to the 
drought, for it is only in wet autumns that 
this bird can make much of a living in the 
Peninsula. An apparently abnormal move- 
ment in opposite directions across the North 
Sea, which has been noticed on former 
occasions, was again indicated in the autumn 
and spring of 1884-85. As in former years 
Mr. Gitke sends his valuable contributions 
from our little possession Heligoland, and 
interesting notes have been received from 
two stations in the Baltic, the Fzroe Islands, 
Iceland, and several ocean steamships in the 
Atlantic and Polar seas. On the whole, this 
undertaking fully maintains its promise of 
scientific utility; the interest of those en- 
gaged in it is on the increase, and it is a 

at pity that its sphere cannot be extended 
y larger contributions than those which the 
British Association can reasonably be asked 
to afford. 





DR. CARPENTER. 


Wiu1am B, Carpenter, or Dr. Carpenter as 
he has long been distinctively called, died on 
Tuesday morning last from the effects of a 
peculiar and very painful accident. Though he 
was more than seventy years old, and had 
obviously aged within the last few months, it 
was eee by his friends that the affectionate 
care of his family would have preserved him to 
us for several years to come. 

Dr. Carpenter, as within the last month he 
observed to the writer, had a life of hard work. 
He was for years actively engaged in the drad- 
gery of teaching ; he was always preparing and 
compiling valuable manuals ; and he was an ener- 
getic writer for, and editor of, periodical publica- 
tions. The activity of many of his best yom 
(1856-1878) was devoted to the interests of the 
University of London, and much of the high 
position which that examining body bears is 
due to Dr. Carpenter's character, feelings, and 
ursuits. He was constantly engaged in ela- 
rate researches into the general or minute 





structures of animals, and he took more than 
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his fair share in the duties which scientific men 
owe to the scientific bodies with which they 
become connected. 

But, in addition to all these engagements and 
studies, Dr. Carpenter was essentially a good 
citizen. 
questions, on which he threw the light of scien- 
tific knowledge ; he persistently endeavoured to 
expose such superstitions or follies as were based 
on ignorance or neglect of a knowledge of natural 
laws; and he entered actively into the pursuit 
of objects which appeared likely to improve the 
sciences he had at heart. It is sufficient to refer 
to his lectures on temperance, his letters on 
vaccination, his exposure of phrenology, his 
treatment of the spiritualists and their doctrines, 
and the share which he took in the early days 
of deep-sea dredging and in advancing the 
general cause of marine zoology to prove abun- 
dantly the statements just made; if any other 
proofs are needed, a file of the Times has only 
to be consulted. 

In the department of zoology we must make 
especial reference to his reports on the micro- 
scopic structure of shells, presented to the British 
Association in 1844 and onwards; his work on 
the Foraminifera (and the consequent discussions 
on the organic nature of Hozoon canadense) 
published in the Transactions of the Royal 
Society and in a volume of the Ray Society’s 
publications ; and hismonograph on the structure 
of the feather-star. He was a diligent student 
and a powerful writer on every point connected 
with the use and improvement of the microscope, 
and he devoted much thought and attention to 
the difficult problems of ocean currents. 

But a little knowledge or reflection will make 
it obvious that Dr. Carpenter made numerous 
personal investigations in every branch of animal 
biology ; this is, indeed, sufficiently evident 
from the fact that, although his great and 
widely known works on human physiology and 
on the microscope were first published long 
before the biological sciences had attained their 

resent magnitude, they were based on know- 
lehes so wide and were so thoughtfully ela- 
borated that editions of both are still called for, 
and are still necessary to every advanced stu- 
dent. 

In addition to such honours as the fellowship 
of the Royal Society, the presidency of various 
societies, and an honorary doctorate of laws 
from his old university of Edinburgh, Dr. Car- 
— was a corresponding member of‘ the 

nstitute of France and of the American Phi- 
losophical Society, and a ©.B. He leaves a 
widow and several children, some of whom are 
well known as men of science, to lament his 
loss. Dying in his seventy-third year, respected 
and regretted by all who knew him, he was an 
example of arduous devotion to duty and of 
single-minded love of science such as the world 
will not easily forget. 

At the meeting of the Royal Microscopical 
Society on Wednesday evening last the Presi- 
dent (the Rev. W. H. Dallinger, LL.D., F.R.S.) 
teferred in eloquent and feeling terms to the 
death of Dr. Carpenter, who had been Presi- 
dent of the Society, and who always exhibited 
the greatest interest in its affairs. 





DR. FLIGHT. 

WE greatly regret to say that Dr. Walter 
Flight, F.RS., died on the 6th inst., at his 
residence, North End, Hampstead, in the forty- 
fourth year of his age. Dr. Flight received his 
scientific education in Germany. He was a 
good German scholar, and published some of 

is earlier chemical investigations in German 
journals. He took the degree of D.Sc. at the 
University of London, and entered the Minera- 
logical Department of the British Museum 
under Prof. Maskelyne. Dr. Flight undertook 
all the chemical work of that department, in- 
cluding the analysis of the new minerals which 
Mr. Maskelyne described. He was especially 
interested in meteorites, and contributed several 








papers on these phenomena to the Geological 
Magazine and other scientific journals. In June, 
1883, Dr. Flight was admitted a Fellow of the 
Royal Society, being already a Fellow of the 


| Geological Society. His health failed him some 
He took the highest interest in social | 


time since, and paralytic symptoms ensued. He 
was granted leave of absence, and travelled in 
the south of Europe. Receiving no benefit, he 
was superannuated a short time since. He has 
passed away leaving a young family, it is feared, 
insufficiently provided for. A small grant has 
been made to his widow from the fund at the 
disposal of the Royal Society. Dr. Flight was 
an occasional contributor to the columns of this 
journal. 





ASTRONOMICAL NOTES. 

Mr. Dennine availed himself of the earliest 
opportunity, when Jupiter had become visible 
again in the early morning, to reobserve the 
objects on the planet’s surface, but did not suc- 
ceed in observing the famous red spot until the 
morning of the 25th of October, at about half- 
past 5 o’clock. ‘‘ It was plainer,” he remarks 
in the Observatory for the present month, ‘‘ than 
when I saw it last on July 8th, though not so 
dark as the equatorial belt, nor nearly so con- 
spicuous as it was five or six years ago. Still it 
was very distinct at times, notwithstanding the 
low altitude of Jupiter and somewhat bad defini- 
tion, and retains much the same size and shape 
as formerly...... When the planet becomes better 
situated I have no doubt the spot will be seen 
as a prominent object.” 

The remarkable new star which appeared in 
the great nebula of Andromeda towards the end 
of August, and was at its greatest brightness 
about the end of that month, steadily diminished 
throughout September and October, and is 
now considerably below the eleventh magnitude, 
so that it is only visible by the aid of a very 
powerful telescope.

GEOLOGICAL.— Nov. 4.—Prof. T. G. Bonney, Pre- 
sident, in the chair.—Dr. A. G. Nathorst, of Stock- 
holm, was elected a Foreign Correspondent.—The 
following communications were read : ‘ Oa the Pre- 
maxillaries and Scalpriform Teeth of a large Extinct 
Wombat (Phascolomys curvirostris, Ow.),’ by Sir R.

LINNEAN.—Wov. 5.—Sir J. Lubbock, Bart., Pre- 
sident, in the chair— Baron von Mueller exhi- 
bited a collection of skeleton leaves of species of 
Eucalyptus prepared by Mrs. Lewellin, of Mel- 
bourne. These confirm Baron von Mueller’s 
observations as to definite layers and the relation 
of these to the skeletonizing process. The leaves 
in decaying produce no bad odour. His observa- 
tions do not support M. Riviére’s statement that 
the bamboo is as efficient as eucalyptus against 
malaria.—Mr. J. G. Baker made remarks on an 
exhibition by Mr. Thiselton Dyer of Darwin’s 
potato (Svlanum maglia) grown at Kew, the weight 
of twelve tubers being twenty-eight ounces ; 
also the “Papa de Oso,” bear’s potato (S. tube- 
rosum, Var.), grown out of doors from tubers re- 
ceived from Merida, where they are found wild.— 
Then followed a paper, ‘ Contributions to the Flora 
of the Peruvian Andes with Remarks on the History 
and Origin of the Andean Flora,’ by Mr. J. Ball. In 
this paper the author says that his statements chiefly 
refer to the western slope of the Cordilleras. From 
the collections made and other data, so far, there- 
fore, as this region of Peru is concerned, it may con- 
fidently be affirmed that the limit of alpine vegeta- 
tion has been placed by previous writers on the 
subject far too low. In the present instance there 
can be no serious error, seeing the heights are based 
on those of railway engineers. The explanation of 
this relatively high extension of the temperate 
flora depends on the peculiar climatic conditions. 
Rain occurs but sparingly, the nights are cold, but 
frost scarcely known ; whereas in the plateau region 
eastward storms, snow, and frost are frequent. The 
vegetation of the region visited by Mr. Ball he 
divides into a subtropical dry zone, from coast to 
8,000 ft.; a temperate zone, reaching to 12,500 ft.; and 
an alpine zone, upwards to 17,000 ft. above the sea 
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level. Asregards the proportion in which the natural 
families of plants are represented in the Andean 
flora, the Composite amount to near] one-fourth 
of the whole species ; the grasses equ one-eighth: 
the Scrophularinez supply 5 per cent.; while Crugj: 
fera, Caryophyllx, and Leguminose each are repre. 
sented by about one-thirtieth of the whole, Te 
Cyperace are conspicuous by their absence; q pe. 
markable feature is the presence of four Crasgulacep 
If we take the proportions of the endemic genem 
and species as criteria, then as far as materials admit 
the Andean flora appears to be one of the most dig. 
tinct existing in the world. Mr. Ball agrees with thog 
who think it probable that the south polar lands 
constitute a great archipelago. To this region 
in question he is inclined to refer the origin of 
the Antarctic types of the South American florg,— 
The first part of an exhaustive monograph on recent 
Brachiopoda, by the late Dr. T. Davidson, was read 
by the Secretary. In this part of his contribution 
the author reviews the labours of his predecessors 
in the field with regard to the shell,’ to the 
anatomy of the adult, and to the embryology, As 
regards the perplexing question of affinities, he 
remarks : “ Now, although I do not admit the Brachio. 
poda to be worms, they may as well as the Mollusea 
and some other groups of invertebrates haye 
originally diverged from an ancestral vermiform 
stem, such as the remarkable worm-like mollusk 
Neomenia would denote.’ He lays stress on the 
brachiopodous individual being the product ofa 
single ovum and not giving rise to others ( gemma- 
tion. He considers that the shell, the pallial lobes 
the intestine, the nerves, and the atrial system affo 
characters amply sufficient to define the class The 
greatest depth at which a recent species has been 
found alive has been 2,990 fathoms. As to classi- 
fication, he groups the recent species into two 
great divisions: I, Anthropomata (Owen)=Clisten- 
terata (King) ; II. Lypomata (Owen)=Tretenterata 
(King). The Anthropomata he groups in three 
families :—first family, Terebratulacea, with 7 sub- 
families and 13 genera and subgenera, 70 species, and 
21 uncertain species ; second family, Thecideide, with 
1 genus and 2 species ; third family, Rhynchonellide, 
1 genus, 1 subgenus, and 8 species. The Lypomata he 
also groups into 3 families, 5 genera and subgenera, 
23 species, and 7 uncertain species: first a Cra- 
niidx, with 1 genus and 4 species ; second family, Dis- 
cinidx, with 1 genus, 1 subgenus, and 8 species ; third 
family, Lingulide, with 1 genus, 1 subgenus, and ll 
species. He does not concur with M. Delongchamps’s 
scheme (1884) of classifying the Terebratulina, bring- 
ing forward Mr. Dall’s observations on Waldheimia 
jloridana of delicate spiculz in the floor of the great 
sinuses as telling evidence against the arrangement. 
Dr. Davidson then proceeds to treat of the various 
genera and species, adding remarks in detail on the 
Terebratulacee from his standpoint, and through- 
out gives copious descriptions and observations on 
each.

Science Gossip,

Messrs. Macmittan & Co. will publish in the 
course of January a new elementary algebra by 
Mr. Charles Smith, author of well-known trea- 
tises on conic sections and solid geometry. At 
the last meeting of the British Association, 
Prof. Chrystal made some severe remarks upon 
the teaching of elementary algebra, and : 
Smith will endeavour to meet the requirements 
of those who share Prof. Chrystal’s views. 

Two other mathematical works are promised 
immediately by Messrs. Macmillan & Co. The 
first is a ‘Treatise on Differential and Integral 
Calculus,’ by Prof. A. G. Greenhill, of Wool- 
wich, intended as an introduction to the subject, 
but containing all that a student need know 
before passing on to the subjects which presume 
a knowledge of the calculus. The author has 
endeavoured to meet the wants not only of the 
mathematical student, but also of engineers, 
electricians, and others who require the subject 
for practical applications. The second work is 
a ‘Treatise on the Constructive Geometry of 
Plane Curves, with Numerous Examples,’ by 








Mr. T. H. Eagles, of the Royal Indian Engineer- 
ing College, Cooper’s Hill. 

Ir may be added to our notice last week of 
the death of Dr. H. G. Bull, of Hereford, that 
the latest work on which he had been engaged 
was the completion of a series of papers on ‘The 
Birds of Herefordshire.’ The final part of the 
‘Pomona,’ which was in print before his death, 
contains a warm acknowledgment of the zeal 
which he devoted to the production of that 
work, signed by nine successive presidents of 
the Woolhope Club. 

M. P. Ducwarrre read before the Paris 
Academy of Sciences on the 12th of October a 
memoir on the botanical work of the late M. 
Charles Edmond Boissier, who died at Valleyres, 
canton of Vaud, on September 26th. He was 
born in 1810, and first directed his attention to 
the Swiss Alpine flora. He explored the Iberian 
peninsula in 1837, and the Levant in 1842-46. 
The results of those labours will be found in 
‘ Elenchus Plantarum Novarum minusque cogni- 
tarum quas in itinere Hispanico Legit’ (Geneva, 
1838), ‘Voyage Botanique dans le Midi de 
l’Espagne pendant l’Année 1837’ (Paris, 1839- 
1845), and ‘Flora Orientalis sive Enumeratio 
Plantarum in Oriente a Grecia et Egypto ad 
Indiz fines hucusque Observatarum’ (five large 
volumes, 1867-1884). 

Pror. Du Bots Reymonp writes from Berlin : 

“You would greatly oblige me by contradicting 
the statement contained in your last number (3027, 
p. 575) that I will shortly publish a work on the 
1istory of physiological researches during the present 
century. The thought never entered my mind, and 
I cannot conceive how the rumour came to be cir- 
culated in the German newspapers.” 

Pror. Epwarp Siiss delivered in the Geologi- 
cal Institute of Vienna, on the 3rd of November, 
a lecture on the means of preventing explosions 
in coal mines. Experiments have been made in 
the Karwin Colliery in order to obtain, if possible, 
positive results, and these experiments are still 
being continued. It has been demonstrated that 
whenever the barometer falls the quantity and in- 
tensity of explosive gases increase. The Austrian 
Government have directed that the weather 
charts published shall be provided by all the 
managers of coal mines in that kingdom, 
and at Karwin a regulation is in force to the 
effect that at the approach of a barometric 
depression all work is to cease in dangerous 
places. 

Mr. ©. W. Lanerres, Secretary for Mines in 
Victoria, in his Report to the Minister of Mines, 
states that the total yield of gold in that colony 
in 1884 was 778,618 0z. 7 dwt. 22 grains, the 
total raised since the commencement of mining 
in Victoria being 53,023,985 oz., or about 1,623 
tons.

Raphael: his Life and Works. 
Crowe and G. B. Cavalcaselle. 
(Murray. ) 

(Second and Concluding Notice.) 

Ovr authors may be said practically to 

exhaust the decorations of the Oamera 

della Segnatura, a group of —- which 


few admirers of Raphael will fail to recog- 
nize as his highest achievement. The 
spell of the antique, which had been much 
strengthened by the enlarged acquaintance 
with sculpture that he had acquired in 
the galleries of Rome, was at this moment 
predominant in his mind. The energy of 
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Signorelli, too, exercised at this time a 
perceptible influence upon him, and his 
previous ideas of art had been re- 
fined by the great and pure style of Da 
Vinci, whose ‘Adoration of the Magi,’ 
a picture abandoned unfinished in 1483, 
Messrs. Crowe and Cavalcaselle, with as 
much courage as ingenuity, describe as 
exercising a profound influence upon the 
‘Disputa.’ Its influence on Raphael’s work 
was, we consider, permanent. 

The difficulty that attaches to proving 
that Raphael can have seen the Lionardo 
is not overcome, but the internal evi- 
dence of the fresco can hardly be doubted 
when we are enabled to study it by 
the aid of the tentative drawings, ex- 

erimental groups, and other sketches at 

indsor, and in the Duc d’Aumale’s col- 
lection at Chantilly. Assimilating what 
he wanted from the elder master, Raphael 
infused now spirit and life into what he 
borrowed, and when the fresco was com- 

lete ‘‘he simply obliterated the prominent 
eatures which too strongly recalled Da 
Vinci.” Although several important por- 
tions of the design for the ‘ Disputa’ are 
missing, enough remains to enable our 
authors to make it highly probable that a 
lan based on Fra Bartolommeo as well as 

Renate was abandoned in favour of a 
simpler one, the majestic and almost sculp- 
turesque design we now admire. Never 
were researches, by means of drawings 
and preliminary exercises of the painter’s, 
into the history and development of great 
pictures more keenly and successfully pur- 
sued than in this instance, in which, it 
must be admitted, the circumstances are 
unusually favourable. The inquiry is ex- 
tremely close, it has been conducted with 
acumen, and it will prove most attractive 
to students. 

As before said, we think with the writers 
that the effect of studies in the antique 
is occasionally distinct before this period, 
but it is very profoundly marked in 
Raphael’s art from the time when he ar- 
rived inRome. We feel, however, that our 
authors have rather strained their ingenuity 
in matching so many parts of the master’s 
work with as many elements in antique 
statues as well as in the works of other de- 
signers. That the accounts of the inception 
and execution of the ‘ Disputa’ here given 
are ingenious, and in the main convincing, 
cannot be denied, but we fear that our deep 
interest in the subject may sometimes 
betray us into following the historians when 
their enthusiasm has led them into unsafe 

ound. We feel this, too, with regard to the 
Sine of ‘Parnassus,’ to which they pass 
after ample discussion of the ‘ Disputa,’ and 
the ‘School of Athens.’ For instance, on 
p- 85, after a capital instance of research 
—— applied, they go on to say: 
“Some of the Muses [in the ‘ Parnassus ’] 
were suggested to him by conspicuous ex- 
— of antique sculpture in the collections 
of the Vatican ; and if we sometimes fail to 


detect where the spring of his inspiration 
lay, it is only because the statues which he 


studied are now beyond our ken.” On the 
other hand, what is said (p. 21) of the figure 
of Adam in the ‘Temptation’ is as acute 
as it is in accord with our own feeling. But 
we imagine the influence of the antique 
upon Raphael to have been greater with 





regard to his general style—a prodigious 
change in which when he reached Rome 
cannot be overlooked—than in matters of 
design, in borrowing and adopting portions 
of this or that picture or sculpture. 

It is, of course, impossible té question that 
the figure of Marsyas in the ‘ Apollo and 
Marsyas’ is directly referable to ancient 
Roman sculptures; and there are other 
instances of the same kind. But the painter 
did not merely copy his types. 

** Raphael at Perugia and Florence had always 
indulged the habit of taking the best points that 
he could find in examples of an earlier time. 
What he took and assimilated now [i.e., at 
Rome], was recast in a new mould, and given 
forth in a new shape. In this he was following 
Michael Angelo’s example, who painted the 
vault of the Sixtine Chapel on similar prin- 
ciples.” 

The well-known example of the painter’s 
success in dealing with, not copying from, 
other men’s inventions, which is afforded 
by the figure of St. Paul preaching in the 
Cartoon, borrowed from Filippino in the 
Carmine, can hardly be called a plagiary, 
seeing that Raphael simply took the general 
pose of the apostle and the cast of his 
drapery en masse, while he changed the 
design altogether, and, from the action of 
one earnestly delivering a message with a 
single hand raised, devised the noble atti- 
tude of a preacher who, pouring forth all 
his soul in a mighty remonstrance, denuncia- 
tion, and appeal, raises both hands and arms 
and thunders forth his words. 

The volume before us is so rich in technical 
criticisms of the highest value, and the evi- 
dence of the preliminary studies and draw- 
ings before alluded to is so well developed and 
employed, that we notice very few defects in 
the phraseology. We are compelled, how- 
ever, to demur to the term ‘“‘affectations’”’ 
applied to Perugino’s foreshortening and 
other practices. Such defects of draughts- 
manship and design as Raphael’s master 
was guilty of were due rather to his cool 
temperament, his mechanical technique, and 
the lack of that glow of thought which we 
call spontaneity. 

The chronology of the great frescoes in 
the Camera della Segnatura has not until 
now been worked out with the exhaustive 
success attending our authors’ studies. With 
rare insight and ingenuity they prove, on 
evidence derived from considerations of style 
and technical achievement, that the ‘ Dis- 
puta’ was followed by the ‘School of 
Athens,’ ‘ Parnassus,’ and ‘Jurisprudence’ 
in the order given. We regret that lack of 
space forbids repetition of the whole of the 
searching criticism of the ‘ Disputa,’ which 
concludes with a reaffirmation of the great 
influence of the antique on Raphael. This 
influence and that of Lionardo, the Frate, 
Perugino, and others tended to the expan- 
sion of Raphael’s style, and the ‘ Disputa’ 
is the transitional work which by its very 
discrepancies enables us to detect the stages 
of that evolution. The‘ School of Athens’ 
is the natural sequel to the ‘ Disputa,’ and 
shows the character of the evolution in 
every motive and element of style, design, 
taste, composition, and draughtsmanship. 
In it Raphael, as we think, attained the 
acme of his art, for he was work- 
ing mostly with his own hands and was 
relying less than he soon afterwards did 





on the hands, if not on the heads, of hig 
pupils, some of whom were not surprigin 
geniuses. Messrs. Crowe and Cavaleaselt 
are full of speculations about the debt 
Raphael owed to Bramante, but we think 
they exaggerate it. They explain cay. 
fully the connexion between these freg. 
coes and the allegories of Theology, Phj. 
losophy, Poetry, and Justice in the rounds 
of the ceiling. Subordinate to these ar 
compositions in squares above the 
dentives of the archings, representing the 
Temptation, the Judgment of Solomon, 
the Creation of the Planets, and Marsyas 
and Apollo. The influence of the antique 
is potent in all these works but the Creation 
of the Planets. The tracing of the pn. 
gress of each of these designs by means 
of the drawings belonging to each could 
not be better. 

The decoration of the Segnatura seems 
to have been completed in two years and 
a half, not more. An ingenious conjecture 
about the date of this completion is founded 
on the date (August 14th and 15th, 1511)of 
the ceremonies of the vigil and festival of the 
Assumption, when the Pope “ went to see 
the new pictures in the Sixtine Chapel, 
which had just been uncovered.” It would 
appear that the Camera and the Chapel 
were shown to the Pontiff somewhere 
about the same period. We are not 
quite satisfied, however, with the arguments 
on which this theory is based. Not a few 
of our authors’ hypotheses are, to say the 
least, not less courageous than ingenious; 
for there is a lack of evidence to support 
some of the deductions they have made. 
Thus, in an admirable disquisition on the 
‘Massacre of the Innocents,’ we have, with 
reference to certain sketches at Venice and 
elsewhere, the following begging of the 
question :— 


‘In the first case the episode at Venice is 
adapted directly, in the second it is repeated 
from another point of view. That both should 
be found with some diversity in one of Giotto’s 
frescoes, enables us to presume, that prior to 
the time when Raphael filled the pages of his 
note-book, he paid a visit to Assisi, which lay 
within a walk of Perugia, and carried off with 
him the ideas which he afterwards realized in 
new way. No doubt persons such as now dis 
pute the genuineness of the Venice drawings 
will consider these coincidences an effect 0 
chance. Yet, when we revert to the studies 
which Raphael made at a later age, and se 
that he used the same episodes at two different 
periods, we cannot admit the theory of chanee, 
but prefer to believe that the sketches at Venice, 
and the Roman studies of other collections, ate 
all by Raphael's hand.” 


We have said enough to indicate the 
admirable quality of most of this work. 
It will not be necessary to follow the nat 
rative of the finishing of the frescoes B 
the Camere of the Vatican, nor need we 
enter into the relations of Raphael with 
his assistants and contemporaries 4m 
connexions, including Leo X., Pent, 
G. Romano, G. da Undine, P. de Vags 
Chigi, Aretino, Bramante, Timoteo Viti, 
Bibiena, Diirer, Sebastiano del Piombo 
(of whom we think this volume 18 &! 
neglectful), Marc Antonio, and Castiglione 
Picture after picture in fresco, mosald, a0 
oil, portrait after portrait, drawing after 
drawing, and commission after — 
sion for tapestries, scene - paintings, 
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architecture are all fully and fairly 
gudied. Letters, studies, sketches, and 
eomments by contemporaries are all care- 
fully arranged, analyzed, and employed to 
ive us a Solid figure of Raphael such as 
we have never had before. Some, however, 
of the authors’ theories are, as we have said, 
open to question, and they are a little too 
apt to fill up blanks in the biography by 
a series Of conjectures. 

We turn with exceptional interest to 
that section which treats of Raphael as 
a sculptor, with especial reference to the 
famous group of ‘The Boy and Dol- 
phin,’ the statues of Jonah and Elias, 
the fountain of the Tartarughe at Rome, 
and the very pretty head in wax of a girl 
preserved in the Museum at Lille, and by 
many who ought to know better ascribed 
to Raphael, apparently because it is some- 
what affected (our authors’ word) and sweet. 
Of ‘The Boy and Dolphin’ there are two 
versions in marble. One is at St. Petersburg ; 
the other was at Manchester in 1857, and 
seemed to us an extremely beautiful work, 
the technical character of which gave no 
evidence that it had come from the hand of 
one 0 little skilled as Raphael must have 
been in the manipulation of marble. There 
is absolutely no evidence that Raphael 
worked in this material, so difficult to deal 
with, or any plastic material. Of the 
work at St. Petersburg we have the evi- 
dence of a print and the opinion of Prof. 
Dobbert, of Berlin, that it may be due toa 
sculptor realizing an invention of Raphael’s. 
This is not evidence, and we see no ground, 
except the grace and spirit of the design, 
for ascribing any share in either work to 
the painter. Such also is the opinion of 
our authors. Raphael had no monopoly of 
graceful and spirited sculpture. The tech- 
nigue of the first-named ‘ Boy and Dolphin’ 
seemed to us decidedly later than Raphael’s 
time; it is very good and skilful, but it 
is unquestionably the work of a fully 
accomplished craftsman, whether working 
out his own design, or Raphael’s, or some 
one else’s, there is no evidence toshow. A 
letter from L. di Compagnano to M. Angelo, 
quoted here from Signor Gotti’s life of the 
latter artist, relates that Raphael had made 
4clay model of a child which a sculptor 
named Pietro of Ancona had almost finished 
marble. This may not be correct. Giulio 
Romano inherited from his master a marble 
boy which Castiglione coveted, but there is 
nothing more known of that work. It is 
known that Lorenzetto carved the ‘Jonah’ 
and ‘Elias’ for Chigi’s chapel. The foun- 
tain was carved by Matteo Landino, an ex- 
tellent sculptor. 

Although this book is furnished with an 
excellent table of contents and a capital 
index, we hope a second edition may con- 
fain a complete chronology of Raphael’s 
life and works and a date at the top of each 
page. The example of Eastlake’s ‘ Kugler’ 
might have been judiciously followed, and 
neat and clear outlines of the master’s 
ictures introduced, especially of the 

adonnas, similar to those engraved after 
Mr. G. Scharf’s drawings. 








Fine-Art Gossiy. 
Ir will be remembered that of the eleven 
made by Raphael for the tapestries to 








be hung in the Sixtine Chapel, the cartoons of 
seven exist, ten survive in the tapestry form, 
and one is lost altogether, both the cartoon 
and the tapestry. In order to complete the 
series, copies have been made from the 
tapestries in the Vatican, which are to find 
their place with the cartoons at the South Ken- 
sington Museum. The subjects of these are 
the Stoning of Stephen, the Conversion of 
Saul, and the Earthquake which liberated Paul 
and Silas from prison at Philippi. In the last- 
named the colinete is represented by a giant 
underground rending the earth asunder. These 
works have been copied by Mr. W. Palin, 
of the original size, upon canvas, in flat colour- 
ing, the texture and quality of the tapestry 
being reproduced. These copies will be valuable 
at South Kensington. 

On a screen in Room XIV. of the National 
Gallery is now placed a small picture, No. 1196, 
entitled ‘Combat between Amor and Castita,’ 
attributed to an unknown painter of the Tuscan 
School of the fifteenth century, and bought by 
the Director with the Lewis Fund. The scene 
of the fight is grassy ground strewn with 
blossoms; Amor has just shot an arrow, 
which Castitd has warded off with her shield. 
Castita is advancing against Amor, and deals a 
blow at him with her chain of bondage. The 
figures are drawn with elegance and their pro- 
Se nen are graceful; the movements of the 
imbs are excellent, while the expressions of the 
faces are somewhat less energetic. Amor, a 
nude figure, holds his long and strong bow in 
his left hand. At his side is a quiver full 
of arrows. Castith wears a loose dress of 
ample folds, part of which is caught up 
by a girdle. Bn her left arm she carries an 
octagon steel shield, decorated with patterns in 
gold, inlaid with precious stones, and having in 
the centre a long projecting spike. The figures 
are depicted with extreme freshness, delicacy, 
and care, and ina fine, pure, golden tone which is 
extremely agreeable. A tree stands in the centre 
of the picture; beyond this are a sandy road 
and undulating ground studded with trees rising 
to what seems to be a cornfield ; further off are 
a range of hills and a cloudless sky. Some 
elements of the flesh painting remind us much 
of the ‘ Magnificat’ in the Uffizi by Botticelli, 
which is, on the whole, colder than the anony- 
mous ‘ Combat.’

THE DEATH OF ORLANDO GIBBONS. 
Savile Club, Oct. 19, 1865, 

Ir has always been stated by the biographers 
of the great organist and composer Orlando 
Gibbons that he died of small-pox at Canterbury 
on June 5th, 1625. In the course of some recent 
researches among the State Papers I have come 
across a curious letter from Sir Albertus Morton, 
one of the Secretaries of State of Charles L, to 
his fellow Secretary, Lord Edward Conway, which 
shows that the cause of Gibbon’s death was 
certainly not small-pox ; what it actually was, 
perhaps some medical reader of the Atheneum 
may be able to decide. 

Gibbons had gone to Canterbury at the my 
command, in his capacity of organist to the 
Chapel Royal, to await the arrival of Henrietta 
Maria on her marriage with Charles. Dudley 
Carleton’s indefatigable correspondent, John 
Chamberlain, in a letter of the 12th of| June, 
1625, writes from London’: ‘‘ The King posted 
hence the last of May to meet her fie, the 
Queen], and the Lds. and ladies were sent some- 
what before to attend her comming at Cannter- 
burie, where they have tarried euer since to 
their great trouble and charge, but the K. cheeres 
them vp almost euery day w' messages from 
Douer and perswades them to patience.” It was 
during this delay that “Orlando Gibbons the 
organist of the chappell (that had the best hand 
in England) died last week at Cannterburie not 
w“out suspicion of the sicknes.” How bad the 
plague was this year in London Chamberlain tells 
Carleton in the same letter: ‘The sicknes in- 
creaseth and is spred far and neere so that 26 
parishes in this towne are infected alredy, and 
this weekes bill ariseth to 434 in all, of the 
plague 92, so that yf God be not mercifull to v8, 
this towne is like to suffer much and be halfe 
undon.” 

These passages show that there was no quee 
tion of the small-pox, but a suspicion of the 

lague being the cause of Gibbonss death.

Then how vpon this death beeing so 
suddaine) rumors were cast out y* he did ; od of 
y’ plague, wherevpon wee together w* [the aiors 
appoyntment, caused his body to be searched, by 
certayne woemen that were sworne to deliuer the 
truth, who did affirme yt they never saw a fayrer 
course. Yet notwithstanding wee to giue full satis- 
faction to all, did cause the skull to be opened in 
ot presence, and wee carefully viewed the bodye, 
wet wee found also to be very cleene wout any 
shew or spott of any contagious matter.

Musical Gossip. 


THE commencement of the Monday Popular 
Concerts may be chronicled in very few lines. 
It is quite needless, for example, to say how 
Beethoven’s Quartet in Fr, Op. 59, No. 1, and 
Haydn’s in D minor, Op. 42, were rendered by 
Madame Néruda and Messrs. Ries, Hollander, 
and Franz Néruda, If M.de Pachmann wished 
to prove, in Raff's Giga con Variazioni from the 
Suite in p minor, that his marvellous touch has 
undergone no deterioration, he certainly suc- 
ceeded, for more exquisite technique could 
scarcely be imagined. But the excerpt itself is 
weak and tricky, and the entire work is less in- 
teresting than the earlier Suite in £ minor, Op. 72. 
Madame Néruda played some violin solos by 
Wieniawski, and Mr. Lloyd repeated his familiar 
rendering of Wagner’s ‘Preislied’ with even 
more than the customary effect. Next Monday 
Miss Fanny Davies will make her début in Bach's 
Chromatic Fantasia. 

Tue fading fortunes of light comic opera are 
not likely to be restored by ‘ Erminie,’ produced 
at the Comedy Theatre on Monday evening. 
The libretto, by Messrs. Bellamy and Paulton, is 
a réchauffé of other books, which, however, are 
unfamiliar to the present generation. More 
important is the entire want of freshness in the 
music, the composer, M. Edward Jakobowski, 
exhibiting little or no trace of individuality,

THERE was no lack of interest in the first of

the Popular Concerts, the Crystal Palace, and 
elsewhere have exhibited Gernsheim in the light 
of a laborious musician rather than that of an 
inspired thinker. We fear his Pianoforte Quartet 
in F, Op. 47, is not likely to raise his reputation, 
as with the exception of the third movement, 
andante cantabile, it is dry and uninteresting, 
the lack of freshness in the thematic material 
being especially noticeable. On the other hand, 
Brahms’s two new songs for contralto with viola 
obbligato, Op. 91, are in the composer’s best 
manner. Their titles are ‘ Gestillte Sehnsucht’ 
and ‘Geistliches Wiegenlied,’ the latter being 
especially charming. Beethoven’s great Sonata 
in B flat, Op. 106, and Schumann's Trio in p 
minor completed the scheme. Mr. Henry 
Holmes was the leader and Miss Lena Little 
the vocalist. 

AN interesting vocal recital was given by Mr. 
and Mrs. Henschel. at the Prince’s Hall on 
Tuesday afternoon. The programme included 
a number of airs and duets seldom heard in the 
concert-room, by Bach, Handel, Cimarosa, Schu- 
bert, Schumann, Franz, Auber, Bizet, Widor, 
and Boieldieu. English art was represented by 
some pleasing songs by Dr. Villiers Stanford, 
Dr. Hubert Parry, and Mr. F. Corder. 


Tue favour in which M. de Pachmann is held 
by the musical public was evinced at the first 
recital this season, given by the Russian pianist 
on Wednesday afternoon. A very large audience 
assembled in St. James’s Hall, and few persons 
left their seats until the close of the perform- 
ance. The qualities which distinguish M. de 
Pachmana as an executant, and which, indeed, 
give him a unique position among pianists, are 
now too generally recognized to render any 
further discussion concerning them needful. It 
is only necessary to say that the charm of his 
absolutely pure touch is as irresistible as ever, 
and that in the interpretation of works which 
call for delicate, refined playing he has no living 
rival. Thus on Wednesday it was not in! Bee- 
thoven’s Sonata in D minor, nor Raff’s prelude 
and fugue from the £ minor Suite, Op. 72, that 
his chief success was made, 7 in Henselt’s 
‘Si Oiseau j’étais,’ Moscheles’s Etude, Op. 70, 
No. 9, and sundry pieces by Chopin. A word 
of protest must be uttered against the additions 
to the text made in Weber’s Rondo Brillant 
in E flat, especially as the name of the arranger 
—or rather disarranger—was not given in the 
programme, 

An exceptionally large and brilliant audience 
attended the last of the autumn Richter Con- 
certs on Wednesday. It was quickly apparent 
that Beethoven’s ‘Choral’ Symphony was the 
main, if not the only, source of attraction, as 
one of Hans Sachs’s monologues from ‘ Die 
Meistersinger,’ as sung by Mr. Watkin Mills, 
and the final scene from ‘ Das Rheingold,’ were 
coldly received. Herr Richter’s reading of the 
symphony has become familiar by frequent 
repetition. Though open to question in one or 
two respects, it is on the whole a very fine 
exposition of the work, and on this particular 
occasion the performance was — up to the 
average. Miss Amy Sherwin, Miss Lena Little, 
Mr. Bernard Lane, and Mr. Watkin Mills were 
somewhat overweighted in the vocal solo parts, 
but the choir acquitted itself of its uous 
duties remarkably well. 


Ws have received several cuttings from various 
Scotch papers, from which it appears that the 
recent Richter Concerts in Scotland have been 
artistically an unqualified success. At the same 
time we feel that a protest ought to be entered 
against the wholesale adulation in which some of 
the journals indulge — adulation which would lead 
one to suppose that first-class orchestral playin 
had never before been heard north of the Tweed. 
Our admiration of Herr Richter as a conductor 
has been too often expressed in these columns 








to render it needful to repeat our opinion now ; 
but it is surely both unjust and ungrateful on the 
part of the writers of the articles before us to 
ignore or speak disparagingly by inference of the 
work which for many years Mr. Manns has 
carried on at the Glasgow Choral Union. Any 
comparison between the two conductors would 
be in bad taste ; but it may at least be said that 
Scotland owes far more to Mr. Manns than to 
Herr Richter, and that the concerts which the 
former conducts at the Crystal Palace are second 
in finished excellence to none in the country. 
Does his right hand forget its cunning as soon 
as he reaches Glasgow ?

At Mr. Charles Halle’s second concert at the 
Free Trade Hall, Manchester, Mendelssohn's

Dvorak’s Pianoforte Concerto in G minor, played 
by Mr. Halle, formed the chief items of the 
programme. 

Tue Meiningen orchestra, under the direction 
of Dr. Hans von Biilow, is at present touring in 
Germany and Holland. Johannes Brahms is 
travelling with the orchestra, and will conduct 
his new symphony at the various concerts given.
